New York, Oct. 28, 3 a. m.—The report of 
Receiver James Smith Jr., of the United 
States Shipbuilding company, which will 
be filed with United States Circuit Court 
_Judge Kirkpatrick in Trenton tomorrow, is 
printed in a morning paper this morning. 

In the report Mr Smith severely arraigns 
J. Pierpont Morgan, Charles M. Schwab, 
Col. J. J. McCook, and others for their part 
in the affairs of the wrecked concern. 

Receiver Smith states that Charles M. 
Schwab, J. Pierpont Morgan, Herbert Sat- 
terlee, Morgan's son-in-law, and several 
vendors of controlling owners of the con- 
stituent companies received bonds and stock 
for which no equivalent was ever paid the 
United States Shipbuilding company. 

Says to Assess Morgan and Schwab, 

His report charges that Schwab and Mor- 
gan alone received $20,000,000 preferred and 
common stock, for which they rendered ab- 
solutely no equivalent. He strongly recom- 
mends that all such holdings be assessed at 
a fair estimate on their face or market value.

WARNING GIVEN CITIES, 


the Plea—Aid of Labor Unions 
and the Poor Wanted

Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—[Special.}—Des* 
nunciation of the sleeping car as a breeder 
and spreader of disease and criticism of the 
sanitary work in the larger cities were the 
features of the first day of the thirty-irat 
annual meeting of the American Publis 
Health association in this city today, 

Both topics were discussed at length and 
it was agreed by the delegates, who represent 
practically every stace as well as Canada, 
Mexico, and Cuba, that a thorough campaign 
must be organized in the war on disease. 

The growth of tuberculosis and the %eem- 
ing indifference of the general public to the 
danger encountered in everyday life was 
viewed with alarm. Figures were quoted to 
show the spread of consumption, and the 
delegates were urged to renewed efforts in 
their struggle with the gertus, 


Saving Lives of Babies, 

The saving of infant life also came tn for 
considerable attention, the statistics show- 
ing an improvement and a lower death rate 
each year. | 
- Dangers from immigration, from crowded 
tenements, and lack of cleanliness were dis- 
cussed at length and remedies suggested. 


United States public health and marine hos- 
pital service, and president of the associa- 
tion, said in his annual address: 

“I believe that the insanitafy condition of 
our cities presents a condition parallel to that 
of their political corruption.

“The seven year voting trust scheme 
seems like a plan for the deliberate wrecking 
and reorganization. of the company.” 
Referring to the manner in which the 
owners of the various shipbuilding plants 
were paid and the underhand methods thus

“Undoubtedly when the several vendors 
are placed on the stand the matter of the 
exact. sums received by them in cash, stock, 
and bonds for their constituent plants will 
be sifted to the bottom. There is enough 
evidence in hand to warrant forecasting that 
many features of this transaction were 
highly reprehensible and are such as may 
seriously jeopardize the standing and credit 
of certain principals.

TOY PISTOL MUST GO. 


the Deadly Noise Maker, ~ 


MUST NOT GIVE OR SELL. 


Penalty of $100 for Dealers Who Break 
Law Now Proposed. 


Chicago children are to be protected from 
the toy pistol, which, tarough a mistaken 
idea of patriotism, was allowed to cause the 
death of nearly 400 persons following this 
year’s fourth of July celebration throughout 
the nation. Ald. Patterson’s ordinance pro- 
hibiting the sale or gift of this deadly toy to 
minors was recommended for passage yester- 
day, the judiciary committee of the city coun- 
cil so voting.: 

The toy pistol has no friends in the council 
and the passage of the ordinance is regarded 
as certain. The case against the deadly 
pistols is so thoroughly proved that the com- 
mitteemen yesterday wasted no time in dis- 
cussing the subject. 

Without a dissenting vote and without 
comment the members recommended the 
measure, and:it likely will become a law 
with as little debate.

The measure is as follows: 


Chicago: 
Section 1. That section 671 of the revised code- 


of 1807 be and hereby is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

No person shal] sell, loan, or furnish to any 
minor any gun, pistol, fowling piece, or other fire- 
arm, or any toy gun, toy pistol, toy fowiing piece, 
or other toy firearm in which any explosive sub- 
stance be used within the limits of the city of 
Chicago, under a penalty of not more than §100 
for each offense. This ordinance shall be in force 
and effect from and after its passage. 

What the measure does is to amend exist- 
ing ordinances by mentioning specifically 
“toy” pistols and firearms. 


Others Show the Way. 

In legislating specifically against the so- 
called toys Chicago will follow other cities 
which already have taken such steps and 
will be acting in accord with the recommen- 
dations of numerous medica! associations. 

The last to voice the sentiment of the med- 
ical profession against the “ toys” was the 
Mississippi Valley association in convention 
in Louisville recently, when it was shown 
that so.many deaths were caused this year 
by the fourth of July noise makers.

Sleeping Cars Are Denounced. 

Better ventilation of all public conveyances 
was declared a necessity, and other sanitary 
regulations were urged: The delegates 
were outspoken in condémnation of the al- 
leged lack of attention to the matter of 
cleaning blankets and furnishings in sleep- 
ing cars. Dr. J. H. McCormick of the state 
board of health of Kentucky declared that 
an Official investigation into the subject 
made by him disclosed the fact that the 
blankets were cleaned only once every six 
months. 

Dr. C. B. Dudley of Altoona, Pa., chemist 
for the Pennsylvania railroad company, de- 
manded that the delegates furnish him the 
data on which they based their statements.

The cleaning of cars in transit he charac- 
terized as one of the most annoying things 
railroads have to contend With.

Dr. J. N. Hurty of Indianapolis, Ind., said 
there is unanimity of opinion regarding the 
transportation by common carrier of persons 
sick with smallpox, diphtheria, scariet fever, 
leprosy, yellow fever, and typhoid. Leprosy, 
he declared, is not as easily. transmitted as 
tuberculosis, and compared to the latter in 
its destructiveness of human life it amounts 
to nothing at all. Yet, he said, a riot would 
follow the introduction of @ leper into a rail- 
way car. 

_ Tuberculosis Ignored by Many. 

The word tuberculosis, he contended, makes 
little or no impression, in face of the almost 
certainty that not less than 150,000 of those 
now living in the United States will be dead 
of consumption within another tweive 
months, and three times that number will be 
attacked in the same period.

Tells of Story of Craeity, Which, She 
Says, Began on Their Wedding Day; 
Ten Years Ago—Also Says That Her 
Husband, Gen. William Lessig, 
Drank to Excess and Gamblied Away 
His Money — First Wife’s Picture 

Plays a Part. ste | 


Wedded to a man old enough to have been 
her father, Mrs. Clara B. Lessig declares that 
even an old man’s ‘love was denied her. In- 
Judge Smith’s court yesterday she was grant- 
ed a divorce from Gen. William Lessig of 
Denver, her allegations being that her hus- 
band treated her cruelly from the time of 
their wedding ten years ago, and that finally, 
in May of this year, he deserted her. 

Mrs. Lessig is a sister of Lilian Bell, the 
authoress, and is the daughter of Maj. Will- 
iam W. Bell, 8030 Lake avenue. Lessig is now 
past 70 years of age, and Mrs. Lessig is nearly 
40 years his junior. , 


Mrs. Lessig, that her aged husband first dis- 
played ill temper. About two months later 
at the Victoria hotel in London he treated her 
in such a manner, she testified, that she left 
the table in tears. Gen. Lessig also gambled 
and drank habitually, his wife declares. 


Trouble Begins at Once. 

“On our wedding day,.’’ Mrs. Lessig de- 
clared, “‘my husband abused me for display- 
ing his wedding presents among the other 
gifts, saying ‘no lady ’ would be guilty ef 
such bad taste. I had a beautifully bound 
book of my sister’s, ‘ The Love Affairs of an 
Old Maid,’ and I said I would take it on the 
steamer to read. Hesaid I loved display and 
lifted a silver platter as if to throw it at me.” 

Lessig’s first wife’s picture and her sister 
also figured in their domestic infelicity. Mrs. 
Lessig said: 

“When we arrived in Denver I found his 
wife’s sister installed there. She greeted us 
with tears and it was extremely unpleasant 
in every way. He said before wé were mar- 
ried she would not live with us and I would 
not have that humiliation put on me. Then 
he said she would live there as long as he 
chose to have her. 

‘* His first wife’s picture hung in our sit- 
ting room and I asked his permission to have 
it moved. He said I might, but when he 
came home that night he flew into a terrible 
temper and said I had ‘a mania‘ for doing 
such things. He kept up his talk until 2 
o'clock in the morning and I had such a heart 
attack that the doctor had to administer 
restoratives.” 

Teught Boy to Lie, She Says.

When 1 
snatched it away from him he secured a pis- 
tol, knocked me down, and said he would 
soon settle me.”’

ceived its information from no legitimate 
‘source. Saloons, poolrooms, and bucket 
shops are known to have been supplied by 
pathy with market quotations and racing re- 
‘sults. y 
A rumor that bookmakers have lost $50,000 
through Stone’s operations could not be veri- 
fied, as it seems that he merely supplied them 
with wire service instead of attempting to 
intercept the returns and use his knowledge 
to victimize them.

Passengers Blame Gripmen. 

The accident is declared by passengers to 
have been caused by a careless gripman. The 
manhole cover, about which track employés 
had been working, was left partly open and 
projecting a foot above the street level. 

The train, well filled with passengers, was 
moving rapidly when the cover was struck. 
As in the North Clark street accident of the 
previous day the trailer cars crashed into the 
grip, tearing away the platform protections.

The line- 
men who assisted the police say they traced 
one of the wires to the roof of the Imperial! 
building, where it connected with the race 
wire of the Western Union company. From 
what wire the market quotations are alleged 
to have been stolen was not definitely learned. 
The linemen believe the wires of the Cleve- 
land Telegraph company were tapped for that 
information. 

Says Arrest Is Unjust. 

‘‘T am unjustly accused,” Stone said. after 
his arrest: “‘I organized the Independent 
Telegraph gompany and leased my wires to 
other persons for less money than charged 
by the larger corporations. My system only 
covers the downtown district. What in- 
formation I furnished‘ my patrons I secured 
from the office of J. Ryan, a speculator, in 
room 420, who has a leased Western Union 
wire, and he receives his reports from that 
concern and forwards them to me:” 

‘Ryan does not obtain any reports from 

the Western Union company,’’ Supt. Tubbs 
said. 
' Stone, who is an expert electrician, hay- 
ing invented a number of devices, is an old 
offender and has clashed many times with 
the Western Union company. for which con- 
cern he at one time was chief operator.

most successful ribbon winner in her class.

Mr. Webb 
securing the services of L. M. Newgass as 
pilot, and, although the Chicago man could 
not beat Allie Nun with her stablemate, he 
secured second prize for Mr. Stotesbury. 

Robert Aull’s Good Horse. 

Robert Aull, one of the best known men in 
St. Louis, came up here with a remarkably 
‘handsome and bold going trotter called Com- 
mander Baker, and there were some people 
on the outside who thought he should have 
been placed second. As the conditions of the 
event, however, are such that blood lines are 
equally important with conformation, style 
of going, and appearance in the ring, it was 
practically impossible to beat the Stotesbury 
one each of the mares being strictly trotting 

red. 

Another fact that added to the interest of 
the afternoon ring was that these horses were 
to meet in the evening in pairs. This was an 
open class, whereas in the afternoon com- 
petition @ntries were limited to animals that 
had been driven on the speedway or that were 
owned by a member of some recognized gen- 
tleman’s driving club. Before the evening 
contest Mr. Webb was confident that*Kaster 
Bell and Rhea W., which had been named for 
the second contest, would prove the victors.

per cent., The blue ribbon went to Easter 
Bell and Rhea W., while Syivan Bell and 
Zelierton took second prize, third honors fall- 
ing to the St. Louis pair, Commander Baker 
and Director Skiff.

by the rules, give the animal possessing 
them a decided advantage.

H. J. Whigham, printed in the London Morn- 
ing Post. Whigham, who is well known in 
America, both as a golfer and a war corre- 
spondent, went to southeastern Europe with 
an open mind. His instructions were merely | 
to report conditions as they really existed, 
without fear or favor and regardless of the 
British appetite for atrocities, which had 
been whetted by the long course of Mace- 
donian committee fakes. His letters bear 
evidence of a painstaking research and of 
impartial judgment. It required a great deal 
of courage on the part of an English paper 
to publish Whigham’s correspondence, but 
a good purpose is being served and the British 
eyes are being opened tothe truth. Ina letter 
dated Seres, printed in the Morning Post 
yesterday, Whigham writes: 

“I spent two weeks traveling through the 
mountainous country of Mesta and the 
Struma valleys where rebellion is rampant 
and where, according to the press of Europe, 
fire and the sword are devastating the land. 
I had expected therefore to see bloodshed 
and the ruin of savage civil war at their 
worst. I was most agreeably disappointed.

Recent Murder in Switzerland. 


As a result of the fl) feeling engendered by 
this ¢harge, a member of the Alfarist faction 
recently stabbed a Huntchagist in the street 
in Lausanne, Switzerland.

City Will Contest the Bill. 


City officials announce that the gas com- 
pany will not get.its $600,000 without a strug- 
gie in which they are prepared to show that 
ime company is under contract to furnish the 
city with gas free. 

The company has made no active effort to 
collect while the suit attacking the constitu- 
tonality of its organization was being heard. 
The consolidation was attacked in a_ suit 
brought by State’s Attorney Deneen, Clar- 
ence S. Darrow, and Adolph Moses on the 
basis that the consolidation act of 1897 was 
unconstitutional. The Supreme court says, 
upholding the decisioin of Judge Hanecy:

Ogden Suit Still Pending. 


Officials of the Ogden Gas company held, 
after the decision had been received, that this 
practically decides the case pending against 
that company in the United States court. 
charging the company with consolidating 
with the People’s. 

Ever since Mayor Washburne’'s time the 
city has been receiving 3% per cent compensa- 
tion on the gross receipts of the gas company 
for no other reason than that it should keep 
hands off the company. Two years ago the 


company objected to this compensation being 
eetipulated as such and agreed to give the 
Peity gas free and, if this did not reach the 
Seamount the 3% compensation would have 


prought, to pay the difference. 

Soon after this contract had been made 
the city attacked the merger of the Ogden 
Gas company with the People’s and 
attempted to reduce gas rates from $1 to 75 
tents. This was construed by the company 
8a violation of the contract. Last year 
the company refused to make a new contract 
on‘these terms and the city refused to make 
me on any other. The company has con- 
finued to furnish gas without a contract. 

“We insist,’’ said Mayor Harrison, *“‘ that 
the old contract operates until a new one 
has been made.”’ 


City Wins Tunnel Suit. 


In reversing its former decision in the 
Weir-McKechney case the Supreme court 
saves the city upwards of $1,000,000. Of thts 
$700,000 was claimed in extras by Weir-Mc- 
Kechney and the claim had been allowed by 
former Judge Hanecy and by the Supreme 
Sourt in the previoustrial. The city obtained

‘LECTURES ON RADIUM TO THE 
UNIVERSITY PHYSICS CLUB. 


Prof. Robert A. Millikan Says Com-|_ 


plete Disintegration Is a Matter of 
300 to 30,000 Years. 


Prof. Robert:A. Millikan of the University 
of Chicago yesterday afternoon presented. 
to the Physics club of the university the 
results of a series of mathematical calcula- 
tions he had carried out with a view to de- 
termining how long a particle of radium can 
last and how long a time must elapse be- 
fore a loss.of weight can be noted. Radium, 
as is well known,: continually throws off 
minute particles, but without any percepti- 
ble diminution in weight. Dr. Millikan has 
formed a mathematical estimate of how 
long this process can continue before the 
radium is completely disintegrated. Thirty 
thousand years he found to be the maximum 
limit. A possible minimum of 300 years was 
also calculated, but this is not regaded as 
probable. He exhibited a minute quantity 
of radium, one-tenth of a milligram. 

Radium,” declared Dr. Millikan,'*‘ emits 
particles of three kinds. Two of these we 
are acquainted with, the Alpha and the 
Beta particles. The Gamma particles we 
know little about. It is the Alpha particles 
with which we are concerned in the phe- 
nomenon ‘ra@io-activity.' Knowing 
the number of atoms in a gram of radium, 
and knowing the number being shot off a 
second, we can calculate the time necessary 
for the radium to disintegrate. Supposing. 
that each atom of radium were capable of 
expelling’ only one Alpha particle, we find 
this time to be 300 years. It is probable, 
however, that instead of expelling only one 
particle, each atom throws off many more. 
A further calculation on this supposition 
gives us 30,000 years as the life of a piece of 


radium of any size.”’ 


Prof. Millikan repeated his lecture last 
night before a’ meeting of the members of the 
Chicago alumni of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology in the Sherman house.

Depositors in Big Trust Com- 
panies in Semi-Panic Rush 
ord to Get Money. 


ALL DEMANDS ARE MET. 


Various Causes Are Assigned for 
Trouble, but Concerns All 
Said to Be Safe. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 27.—[Special.]—Shortly 
after the opening of banking hours this 
morning a run began on the Mississippi Va)- 
ley Trust company, swelling in volume as the 
day progressed. The streets were soon packed 
with people who came to withdraw their de- 
posits. President D. R. Francis of the world's 
fair and others addressed the clamoring 
crowds in an endeavor to stay what promised 
to be a panic. 

From noon on there was a run on the 
other trust companies, depositors withdraw- 
ing their funds from the Mercantile, Ameri- 
can Central, St. Louls Union, Missouri, Lin-

Squads of police were detailed to preserve 
arrived the crowds were larger than at any 
time during the day and the police had to aid 
the bank employés to close the doors, so many 
were pressing in to get their money. 


Crowds Wait Until Late. 

. At 6 o’clock this evening the streets in 
front of the Mississippi Valley bank were 
still crowded with angry depositors who had 
been unable to reach the paying teller’s 
windows. Every depositor who got inside 
was paid in full on presentation of his claim, 
but not a third of the anxious ones were able 
to get waited upon. 

No cause is known for the raid, as the 
trust companies are believed to be able to 
meet all obligations.

At all the trust companies packages of cur- 
rency were stacked up like cord wood, and’ 
gold and silver coins were piled up so that 
depositors could see ti.at every preparation 
had been made to meet the run in the hope 
that confidence would be restored by the 
sight of the vast volume of money.

PIANO PLANTS QUIT CHICAGO. 
Eight Factories Removed Beczuse of 


Labor Troubles Likes Their 
New Locations. 


Eight piano manufacturing establishments 


have been removed from Chicago on account 
of the labor conditions since the last strike 
trouble, according to the Review, a music 
trade journal of New York. Story & Clark 
have erected a factory at Grand Haven, 
Mich. The Smith & Barnes company has a 
large branch establishment at Milwaukee. 
Steger & Sons have removed their factory 
several miles out in the country. The Schu- 
mann Piano company has removed to Rock- 
ford, Ill. The Gable company has a factory 
at St. Charles, Il, The Schaff Brothers’ 
company has located at Huntington, Ind. 
The Schaeffer Piano company is established 
at Kankakee, The Cable company is about 
to build at La Porte, Ind. . 

Commenting editorially upon the situation 
the Review said: 


‘* How can we expect that it will be other- 


wise? Manufacturers will not remain where 
their business is at the mercy of Irresponsi- 
ble and firebrand leaders, and where they are 
afforded inadequate property protection by 
the city authorities. 


“The manufacturers who have located in 


smaller towns express pleasure with their 
present environments. hey find that the 
men take an interest In local affairs and 
steadily advance their own financial condi- 
tion. They become property owners, and 
they realize that the closing down of indus- 
trial enterprises means a depreciation in real 
estate values for them.”

Evansville, Ind., Oc.t 25.—[Editor of The 
fribune.]—Strikes and lockouts involve not 
only the parties to the contention but a far 
greater number who are dependent upon 
them for the fulfillment of the obligations 
they owe to the public. Thereis not a trans- 
portation line, railway or municipal, that is 
not liable to be defeated In the performance 
of the services for which it is obligated to 
the public to perform but may be stopped at 
any time by a disagreement between the 
operators and its employés, and we have seen 
that a contest between the operators of 
mines and the miners can cut off the fuel 


bles, but in the case of the employed they 
have resorted to the only method they have 


have no exéuse for existence except to dis- 
charge a duty to the public that can not be 
afforded by private enterprise, and the pub- 
lic is entitled to this service at all times. 
But how can the corporations be held ac- 
countable for the nonperformance if the 
power of the state is unable to protect them 
in the employment of ‘those who can perform 
the work of the corporation? This we have 
geen frequently occur in the recent past. 

On the other hand, when men have devoted 
years of their life in fitting themselves for 
any given skilled employment and have es- 
tablishéd themselves in homes of their own 
in some given locality, from which they can- 
not remove without ruinous sacrifice, and 
their employment is dependent on a single 
or a limited number of corporations, they 
have an equity of consideration in employ- 
ment and compensation that the simpler con- 
ditions of primitive society does not present. 

We have our established courts, with all 
_ facilities of hearing and determining 

hese questions, and it needs but the action 
of the lawmaking power to put it in effect 
to relieve this country of the most serious 
menace to its posterity. 

If there is any constitutional objection 
raised to the extension of the jurisdiction of 
our established courts so as to cover the con- 
tentions arising between all employers and 
their employés it will not apply to employ- 
ment by corporations, for, being creatures 
of statute, they are subject to legislative 
control, H. A. LEwis.

PIED, BUT TONE UNCERTAIN. 


News of the Day Made Up Mostly of De- 
nials and Denfals of Denials— 
Widest Range of Fluctuations on 
Shares Not Heavily Dealt In—Move.- 
ments of Money to South and West 
Notable—No Alarm Is Felt Over Run 
on St. Louis Trast Companies, _

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—[Special. }—Business 
on the stock exchange was both more active 
and better distributed today, but the tone 
was uncertain. Reports of the embarrass- 
ment of St. Louis trust companies lacked 
probability, and negotiations were thought to 
be continuing between the Montana Htigants 
despite denials. Then there-.were denials of | 
war in the orient and denials of denials re- 
garding dividends and passing dividends. 
But no rising market ever thrived upon 
denials. 

The larger changes of the day were in 
stocks in which the dealings were small, and 
some of them were violent without explana- 
tion. For example, Evansville and Terre 
Haute rose 10% and Keokuk and Des Moines 
fell 9. oy 

So far as the day’s business is concerned 
importance attaches to the less obtrusive 
portion of what was done, speculative 
manipulation being out of favor recently. 

The price movement in the bond market 
was less significant than the continuance of 


general buying in many issues, confirming 


the tendency recently noted toward invest- 
ment. Steel’5 per cents contributed a fifth 
of the day’s large trading without much 
change. The movement of money to the in- 
terior was the largest in some time, exceed- 
ing a million dollars. The movement to New 
Orleans was about the current average. 

The movement to Chicago, the first since 
July, causes surprise, rather for its lateness 
and moderation than for its tardy arrival. 
The shipments to St. Louis are also normal 
enough to have no especial connection with 
the runs upon the strong trust companies 
whose depositors have taken fright. 


Standard Oil stock in the last ten days or 
two weeks has been strong, having advanced 
from 625 to 670 since the beginning of last 
week.

LIVELY WAR ON AT DES MOINES. 


Fear Expressed That Rate Cutting May 
Spread Throughout Iowa—Impor- 
_ tant Ruling at Springfield. 


A ltvely rate war is in progress at Des 
Moines, and the situation is growing so seri- 
ous that many'of thecompanies that are not 
taking any part in the cutting of rates are 
sending their special agents there to see what 
the trouble is likély to develop into. Some 
fear that it may spread, and that Iowa at 
large may be affected. The trouble grew out 
of the inability of the agents who organized 


a -local board in Des Moines several months | 


ago to induce four or five agents to join. The 
board was formed to maintain rates, but it is 
claimed that the outsiders persisted in cutting 
rates on choice preferred business, and the 
board members finally secured permission 
from their companies to retaliate. 

Each of the outside agents had a few pet 
risks, and these are being written at any rate 
that will get them away from him. Mer- 
cantile buildings are being written as low 
as 25 cents for three years, and stocks that 
usually rate $1.50 for 50 cents. Some of the 
agencies are writing policies with noncancel- 
lation clauses applied, but it is held that un- 
der the Iowa law a policy may always be can- 
celed at short rates. | 

A rate war is in progress also at Newton, 
Kas., where rates were declared off several 
weeks ago because of demoralized conditions. 
A number of special agents are there this 
week to see that the lesson is a salutary one.

The fire insurance agents at Marinette, Wis., 
tired of slow pay customers, have decided to cancel 
all policies not paid for within thirty deys from 
their date. 


An important ruling, of interest to managers of 
assessment life companies, was made by Judge 
Thompson of Springfield in ordering a receiver for 
the Traders’ Mutual Life last week. The officers 
of the company were wiiling to admit insolvency 
if one of their number would be made receiver, but 
otherwise were ready to deny insolvency. They did 
this on the claim that death losses incurred could 
not be counted among the Tiab.lities till they had 
been passed upon and allowed by the officeers, and 


by ignoring a number of claims awaiting action. 


they were able to claim technical solvency. It 
was shown, however, that the bylaws required 
that a certain part of each assessment should be 
turned over to the treasurer to be held as a mort- 
uary fund, and that ths had not been done, and 
that over $50,000 which should have been credited 
to the mortuary fund had been used for other pur- 
poses. The court set aside the clkim that in the 
arnvlication for a receiver he could consider only 
the question’ of solvency, and held that he could 
take 1n.o accoum the genera] condition af the con- 
cern and the conduct of its officers. It is believed 
that the receiver will accept one of several offers 
that have been made for the reinsurance of the 
business.

NEWS NOTES FROM NEW YORK. 


Cause of Fires on Steamships at Ports 
in Orient Traced to Smoking — 
of Coolies. 


New York, Oct. 27,—[Special.J]—Marine un- 
derwriters recently have had frequent losses 
of considerable magnitude on valuable car- 
goes of teas, silks, etc., by fires which were 
discovered on board steamers when but a4 
few hours out from Chinese, Japanese, and 
Java ports. The trouble has been so serious 
that the Liverpool Salvage association sent 
out a special inspector to investigate and dis- 
cover the cause if possible. : 

A copy of his report dated Oct. 7 has beeu 
received. It says a larger number of the 
fires appeared in or near some kapak which 
formed a part of the cargoes. He describes 
it as 2 product of the cotton tree, something 
in texture like cotton noils, without staple. 
and fluffy and inflammable. It is baled in 
burlaps, and he finds a reasonable explana- 
tion of the fires in the constant and-careless 
habit of smoking by the coolies employed 
to stow cargoes. They throw matches any- 
where, and after smoldering unnoticed 3 
few hours the fire appears. He says the old 
established steamer lines have been to little 
trouble from such fires because they have 
recognized the difficulty and employ meas- 
ures against it. He advises similar precau- 
tions on all steamers, including a thorough 
search of the clothing of coolies. 

The underwriters are hoping now that the 
trouble has been located that they may be 
relieved of the annoying drain on their treas- 
uries from these fires. 


A committee from the Boston board of fire un- 
derwriters, consisting of Fred B. Carpenter and 
W. H. Rodgers, spent considerable time in this 
city last week investigating the workings of the 
New York fire insurance exchange, the electrical 
bureau, and the committee on losses and adjust- 
ments. The inquiry at the loss adjustment bureau 
developed a view on the part of the Boston com- 
mittee of the possibility of tne establishment of 
a similar bureau to handle New England losses 
under the joint supervision of the Boston board 
and the New England exchange. .
